OiNcnrNATi, Jnue 2.— Jut before the 
trial of Alonzo Wnllinf? for the mnrdcr 
of i'earl Ery:m %\ as bt.'u'»ii in ■N'('\vi)<)rt 
ycstt'nliiy JikIkg Helm issuctl an oniiT 
removing Scott Jackaon from llio New- 
port jail to the one iu Ooviagtoa, Ky., 
giving M l|is xeawQS that the Kewp^irt 
jail was vnaofe and onflt for him. Cov- 
ington is just across the Lickiupr river 
and the. jail tlioro is very murh safiT 
and in much bettor conditiun. Jackson 
was removed iu the aftorno<jn. Ho did 
not waut to be removed, preferring to 
romaiu M'h«n he hu made • fow 
friends. 

Then tbo hearing of Walling's case 
was resnmed. The cross-examination 
of Dr. W. a. Tin^^y, coroner of Camj)- 
bell oonnty, was ooutinned by Colonel 
Waahktgton. He said that the heaii 
was oat off by some person having,' 
Jbiowledge of sorfrery and anatomy, hh 
was especially shown by the neat man- 
ner in which the head wai severed, and 
taking into consideration that the de- 
capitation was done in the dork, that .1 
bnman body lying prone on the groand 
at an angle of 80 degrees, with the head 
severed and the nedi at the lower end, 
the blood, if it were in a liqnid state, 
woold be emptied firom the body. 

Dr. Tinglm; described the position of 
the body as lying on a terrace, neck 
down and the hands np close to. the 
stomp and the feet crossed. He said it 
was impossible to tell If death hud been 
caused by hemorrhages, from the blood 
foond ou the giouud. Under redireci 
exaniiuatiun Dr. Tingley s^ that no 
])un( ture of a hypodermic needle was 
touiid ou the body at the postmortem 
exaiiiiiKitioii, and that he bad examined 
the vital cir^'uiis and found no evidence 
that <U'ath v, as duo to other causes than 
iK'iuorrlia j;i's. 

Ben \Vca\tT, a soldier, .Ktatioiied at 
Fort Thomas, was the next witntss. 
Ho said lie saw a ]iiut and a half of 
blood on toj) of till' ti riaco upon which 
the body lay and sniui' li;iir in thi' Md kI 
clot. It was blundi' liair, and thi- wit- 
ness idcntiliid tilt' ixliiliit. Ho al.-o 
ideiititied two hairpins as Ik iiij: tiu'oncs 
lie foaiid at tlu' iicad and I'oet of tlio 
bo<ly. Hi! to.^tifii'd to liiidiiiK tlio ])it'( (> 
of shawl, <ir fascinator, which he ^'avc 
to Sheriff Pluiiiiiier, but which lias 
never bcL'U introduced iu exhibitory 
t(..-.tiiiii)iiy. 

I'hoto^'iapher Ciarlo was tlu' next 
witness. The t,'lia.stly photorraplis of 
l-'eail Hryan's body were protiiiced a;ul 
ideiitilied by the pii'ture maker. Then 
they weio passed to the 1'2 jurors, who 
lo<iked at tiii ia earnestly. The defense 
had three photogiMphs maiie of the 
fence and hill.sido aloiif} the Alexander 
pike, between the ijoint wlu re Coacli- 

mau JucksoU 8UJ8 his passen ;,'('! s left 

the cab, and tlie point opjiosite wiierc 
the iKxly was found. The prns"(nitioii 
raised Ktnjug objections to the iutroduc- 
tiou of the pictures at this time, but 
the court ruled for the dcseuso. Aa ex- 
cei)tioii was reserved. 

Dr. Kobert Curothers, wlio conducted 
the antopsy was the next wit ues.s. He 

S,ve a description of the body aud said 
e skin was retracted from the ueck 
wound and from the cnts in the left 
hand. He gave c:onsiderable testimouy 
of a porely techuioal character. 

Judge uelm asked the witness it the 
alrl't death oonld not have oconrred 
mm vkdMioe before the severing of the 
hMtdand the same conditions be foand 
wUch were present. The witneas an- 
iweired in the nemtive. 

Health Ofboer J. O. Jenkins was with 
the other phyiioians at the postmortem 
examination. He become the next wit- 
ness, and described the severed neck 
and the wonnded hand of the girL 

"One stroke made the three cots on 
the girl's ftugers," Mid Dr. Jenkins. 
"The cuts were made dsrlBf Ufa." 

Dr. Jenkins said thai there was uo 
evidence of an attempted operation, nor 
ooold the murk of a nypodermio needle 
be foond. He went carefully over the 
surface of the body, noting a number of 
red mark,-: lie was conlii lent that none 
of liie iiKuiis w.is the wound of a hj'jio- 
derniic lu coli . 

The cro.s.s eiaiiiiaalion lie;,'a!i, and Dr. 
Jenkins surprised Colonel Wa.shin^ton 
by Htutinp exactly how far Idood would 
■port if a body were decapitated. 

"If a btidy lyinx as tiiis one was found 
at Fort TlU'inas, were ili'rapitateil, the- 
blood would spurt six feet ei;,'ht iiiclie.s. 
I have arrived at the conclusion mathe- 
matically, from tin' ri'conis of two de- 
capitations in Paris," said the doctor. 

Dr. F. \V. Fishback was the next 
witness. From what he saw at the 
postniortcni he believed I he j^'irl's head 
was seveicd at a sfli|,'le stroke. All tiic 
orf,'aiis were can fully examined. S.ivo 
a little blood in the lun^s and u clot in 
(he pulmonary artery, no blood wa.s 
found. 'I'lie K>>'1 must have been alive 
when her tliroat was cut. 

Dr. O. I. iJidleii of Cincinnati was 
called. Ue testihed that he thought the 
girl was kilMl tor «h* seveilnt of tllie 

Mary E. Stanley, Ponrl Bryan's si.ster, 
was the next wituens. Uhe de.scriLe.d 
the valises and all the articles of ap- 
parel which her sister Pearl took with 
her as she left (ireeiu^iuitle for the last 
time. She identified the creun-uhecked 
wrapper iu which the gii l's body was 
foond, the bloody valise as that of her 
brother's. The jewelry was identitied, 



Pearl's mother was the next witness. 
She said she is 68. She told of her 
family, of her daughter Pearl and of 
Scott Jackson, who first met the gir) 
nt the Bryan homestead. Pearl corre* 
(ipuuded with Jackson after he came to 
Oinoinnati. 

"I foond six or seven letters and a 
card or two," she said, "and I have 
given them all to the attorneys."

NO ATTEMPT AT SETTLEMENT.

LiMTOV. Ind., Jane S.— The litaatiou 
In this section of coal miners is a strange 

one— ])eaceful at all times. There lias 
been 110 attempt to adjust dilferi'iiccs 
which exist between miners and oper- 
ators, and tho feeling between them is 
friendly. It seems to be a matter of 
waiting for each other to act. The 
greater nimiber of miners here are 
found to be householders, who greatly 
dejilore the reports of violence which 
liav(> been siMit out from dillereiit jioiuts 
in the Indiana fields, aud who claim 
that there has baaa no f oandatLon f or 

them. 

The miners have now V)een out since 
Mny 1, and of the mines ojierateii by 
iiienibers of the Indiana bituminous 
coal operators no cnal has been mined. 
Only two mines near hero hav<; Imh'ii 
running, and both of them have been 
paying last year's scale— 60 cents per 
ton. 'The.st! mines, it is claime>l, are 
co-consumers' mines, aud are simply 
running to supply their own factories. 
As long as there is no dennind for tho 
coal there will most likely be uo at- 
tempt to come to an agreenieut. 

Linton depends almost entirely npon 
trade from miners, and has soffered 
perhaps ?*iore than any city in the coal 
district. Owing to this fact, the mer- 
chants all complain of dullness of trade, 
aud are hopeftd of an early settlement. 
The mines of the Indiana Coal company 
at Dagger are numing, hot only ou 
aboot one>third time, and it is claimed 
by operators that thev cannot make 
money at a 60-cent aoale, bnt are run- 
ning simply to hold trAde. 

All opBratoni here claim that the 
books of last vear will show that the 
miues did nothing more than pay ex- 
penses last year. The miners here seem 
to be level-headed men, who are not apt 
to resort to violent means to advance 
their cause. Great numbers have gonn 
to White river, where they are camp- 
ing and enJojlBf a much-maeded vacu- 
tiou.

While Charles L. Maf,'ill, a son of 
Lewis Magill, a leading lumber dealer, 
was standing iu front of a Latrobe 
street business house, Frank Powell, 
colored, with whom he had previously 
had some words, came up. A few more 
words passed and tlie n(!gro pulled his 
revolver anil Hred. Tho shot passed 
through Ma^'ill's hi'art and ho died in 
](i iiiiiiutes. Tiie imirderer was arrest- 
ed. There is much cxcitcmcut over the 
occuiTencc, but oo fcsn of violienoa oro 
euiurtaiued.

LAID IN GREAT TRENCHES. 

The Ilodlee IMaced Close Together, No 
OofliM Balaff P sa* Oaly AboaS Half of 

ihti VvH<\ lt<><lic4 Idnitm.'il - IIii.«lnii< 
May Call It a Chi-L^tiau llurlal but 
AflMfleaas WmM Mol. 

Moscow, .Tune 2. — Tlie disaster on 
the Hodyiiski ])laiM is constantly gain- 
ing in pidjiortiuiis as the invest i^zalions 
by the authorities coiitiimea. It is now 
estimated that a total of 8,C00 persons 
were killed and l,iiO0 persona iujored, 
the majority of them fatally, by tho 
difiastroos crn.sh on Saturday morning. 

There were l,'.i77 victims biirii'd yes- 
terday. The bodies of those wlio were 
ideutilied and claimed by relatives were 
interred in private graves, bat at the 
expense of the municipality. The groat 
number of the unidentified dead were 
buri(>d in 11 great trenches, each oO 
yards long. The trenches were deep, 
and the mutilated bodies hail to lo 
placed close together to liud room for 
thorn all. 

There were 600 workmen engaged all 
uight long at the Vuganoeskoe cemeteiy 
digging the trenches. 

Many priests, prominent among them 
being John of Cronstadt, famous for liis 
piety aud his power to console and, it is 
believed by the peasants, to heal, and 
many military chaplains' conducted tho 
Rervices, the fTienda crowding around 
the graves. The surviving friends and 
relatives are for the most port of the 
ignorant and simple-minded peasant 
olaas, and their grief and terror at the 
sudden calamity are expresst^ iu very 
demonstrative fashion. The scenes at 
the cemetery were pitiful and terrible 
in the extreme. 

Only about half the bodies recovered 
have been identified, and the majority 
of these are men, though there are 
many children aud oeveral old people, 
80 years old. 

i\Iost of the private graves <tf the vic- 
tims liave been marked with wooden 
crosses, i>lac( d there bv relatives, and 
in.scribed with texts of iicripture. Tlie 
peoi>lo also Strewed twigs among the 

graves. 

The clothes of the victims were 
heaped in a hu;,'(! pile in one c.irner of 
the cemetery and iii tins tlie pcoj'le 
rinnniaged all daj- lontr, seeking the 
slightest trace that would utl'ord a clew 
to the fate of those missing. The be- 
draggled, torn, bloodsiamed lu'.ip of 
coefu.sed tatliTS, throv.n all toj,'ctln'r, 
alforded little material for ideiitilica- 
tion, even if it had been .systematically 
Horted out ami the aiipearaiico of tiio 
I)ieces jneseived. Ilut after being 
inilled over a few tinu\s by the crowil of 
searchers thero was no scmblauce to 
tiie original appearance of the garments 

left. 

The survivors havi^Jthe vagui'st idea of 
what iiapi)eMed to them or how tlcy 
escaped. Thej- onlj- rt>meniber a teiii- 
ble struggle in the vorto.x of coiillicting 
luinian muscular energy. Many of 
them ascribe thoir escape to a diroct 
miracle. It is touching to witness how 
these poor, ignorant people help to con- 
sole cacii other, to dress the dead and 
to caro for tho children. 

Yesterday evening tho czar gave a 
bauqxiet to the reprasentatives of all tho 
estates iu his realm. The foreign rep- 
resentatives wore also present. 

In the af ternoou tlio czar and czarina 
visited the Marie hos)iital, where they 
H]ioke to and con.soled the patients in- 
jured in Saturilay's crush.

WITH BUT LITTLE CEREMONY.

armed men broke into the Webster 
building during the trial of Ji'sso Slay- 
ton, cluu-ged with as.sanltiug Mrs. How- 
ard Bryan last Thursday and took the 
prisoner from the offleers. Slayton's 
trial liad already begun behind lock d 
doors, aiirl a heavy armed guard of men 
were Jiresciit to Jiiotect the ju'lsoii 'f 
from any deniia]--trat:on of violence, 

'{'he moll forced t lie det irs .uid v>"if h a 
re-i>.tless ru>li swept liack the spoetator.- 
and guards and sei/ '.i and carried the 
ne^'ro (nit into tlie sire r. A lop • was 
jilaced around Sl.iyt in's neck- and he 
was dragged up Broad streiu. tlie ciowil 
sh<x)ting at him us they went along. 
Near the bell tower they swung the 
nigger up and perforated falm with bul- 
lot.s. 

After this, the mob, as oooly and de- 
liberately as iu the lirst instaneo, went 
immediately to the courthouse and 
overpowering the jailer, took Will 
ililes, a negro, charged with assaulting 
Mrs. Altjright two yoar.s ago, and 
marched him slowly to where Slayton's 
lifeless body was hanging from a tree 
The trembling negro was made to look 
upon the fate of his brother in crim(^ 
then a rope was placed about his nock 
and he was slowly suspended in the 
air aud his body filled with bullets. 

The bodies of the two negro brutes 
were left hanging during the afternoon 
and a surging mass of nuraauity was 
packed around the scene. The greatest 
excitement prevails here, especially 
among the negroes, and it is probable 
that further trouble will ensue. 

Mrs. Bryan was assaulted at Clapps 
Factory, four miles from here, early on 
Thursday morning. She is a young 
woman, not over 18 years of age. Her 
husband had left home for Columbus 
about daybreak. Shortly after he left 
a big, hurley negro entered Mrs. Bry- 
an's jirivate room and succeeded in as- 
saulting her. She fought him lierc'l.v, 
but iier weak condition rendenrd her 
struL'gles of no avail. He succecd»>d in 
c.irryuitr out liis brutal purjiose and left 
her iialf unconscimis on tlie floor of her 
rotnu. Regardless of her condition, 
Mrs. Bvyan, rush"d to the door and 
fin'd two pistol shots at the ne;;ro with- 
out avail. In a short time Mr. Bry.in 
returned, and on bi'iiig a|ipiai^e 1 of the 
crime, rushed imuiediatelv backtoCo- 
lumbiis and with the sheritf and an 
armed posse began to scour the woods 
for the negro, who was soon captured. 

MINERS HORR IBLY BURNED. 

FUa of Tbom Frightfttlly Uuraad, Two 
Fatalir. 

?!i.\M');ci\, Pa., June '2. — Five miners 
were lioiiiliiy roasted by the oxplosiou 

of gas at the Buckridgi' colliery yester 

day. The victims are: 

George Faust, frightfully burned 
about the entire body; died two hours 
afterward. 

Samuel Far.st. a brotlier of (Jeorge, 
burned about the hands, face and Loiiy: 
recovery doubtful. 

Thomas Tlionipson, burned from he,,d 
to foot: (lied within an hour. 

Daniel Schmultz, burned about head, 
f:ic<' and upper part of the body; moy 
recover. 

John Sprccht, burned about head, 
f;ice and botlv; may recovi-r. 

Seven other workmen, who were 
within yards of the place, escaped 
injury. Tlie.y were employed in Ny. o 
vein, which was known tCi bo full of 
gas. They were using safety lamps 
while brnshing the gas from the cham- 
ber. Suddenly there was a loud explo- 
sion, and the five men were hurled to 
the floi r, surrounded by fiames. Hau 
it not been for tho proximity of their 
fellow workmen, the men would have 
all been killed. They were carried to a 
place of safety before the deadly after- 
damp had had time to accumulate. 

Kobert Oooto Dead. 

New ToitK, June S.— Bobert Oonto 
Eunson died at his homo in tliis city, 
ag"d 90. He was born on one of the 
Crkiiey islands, and came to tiii> cou:i- 
try in \K\\. He invented many of tlu' 
improvements of la.iiini engines. He 
ni.iile the model of the monitor for Krie- 
SMin, and had a great de,d to do wit. i 
the vessel s construction and arran e- 
ment of lis iii.iehinery. His iii\eiiiion> 
and liM[iroveinents are found on evei v 
ship tliat r.ses a marine engi:i". His 
last invention was p;iteiited as late a> 
seven years ago. An elder brotiier, 
John Euusou. was the euginuor who in- 
troduced gas into London.

June — I'.oth houses ( f 
tlie municipal a--siMnbly f>f St. Ijouis 
last night adopted resolutions asking 
' lutside aid for the cyclone sufferers. 
Tho appeal calls attention to the calam* 
ity wliieli has lirTallen the city reiidei-- 
ing m.iiiy citi/' ii- III >iitnte and home- 
less and asks for all the aid that can b'.> 
sent. All donations are to be sent to 
the mayor or police commission of St. 
Louis, or to any other committee who 
may have charge of the relief foods. 
This aetion is not in accord with the 
position taken by the mayor in declar- 
ing that outside aiil is not in eded.
